The use of fish ad meat at the 
same meal is forbidden by the Cath­ 
olic church, even on Sunday s during 
Lent, and all Catholics are required 
to fast during 
the 
season 
unless 
otherwise p rov ided. 
The sick, those 
who are of weak constitution and 
those eng ag ed in heav y labor are 
ex emp t from fasting duy ng the sea­ 
son and are not restricted in the use 
of meat at their p rincip al meal.

of Verdun on a fifteen-mile 
front. 
No similar attack has been 
mad* by either side in many months

FRENCH 
ARE 
EVACUATING

London, Feb. 24.—The g reat Ger­ 
man offensive, directed by the crown 
p rince ag ainst the outer defenses *£ 
Verdun marked 
the beg inning of a 
new driv e on 
Paris, 
according to 
Amsterdam disp atches today , 
quo­ 
ting adv ices from Berlin. 
Quoting German authorities, the 
disp atches said that the p resent of­ 
fensiv e initiates a desp erate strug ­ 
g le to secure control of the entire 
French forteress line with a view to 
op ening a road to Paris. The g rown 
p rince, the disp atch 
stated, has 
been 
ap p ointed 
commander-in- 
chief of all the German forces in the 
\lsace and Meuse reg ions. 
French forces hav e been comp ell­ 
ed to ev acuate the villag e of Bra- 
bant-Fur-Meuse, 
less 
than 
eig ht 
miles north of Verdun, under heav y 
attack hv the crown p rice’s army , 
it was officially admitted today at 
Paris.

In This Age of Practicality, it 
is Little Less Than a Crime, 
Says Earl Marlatt. 


“Despite the 6tigma that rests 
upon the rhymers art, I have chosen 
the subject Modern Poetry, not be­ 
cause I believe I am poetical but be­ 
cause I believe I have a message. 
Recently there has been a new in- 
erest in poetry,” began Eari Mar- 
att last evening afc he went on to 
I ell the characteristics and charms 
of the new pdtry , to the guests of 
Mrs. Robert Tompkins. About ninety 
constituted the audience, 
including 
;he members o f James E. Watson’s 
Sunday School class, 
the 
officers 
and teachers of the Methodist Sun­ 
day School. 
Mr. Mariatt’s person­ 
ality, his polished delivery and his 
wide knowledge 
o f the 
subject, 
showing an endless amount 
o f o ri- i 
ginal research, fairly captiv ated his 


lag for an instant. With a few ap­ 
propriate 
remarks, 
Judge Sparks 
introduced the speaker. 
“As Hamlet has said, ‘the play- 
the play is the thing’, so I believe, 
the play is the thing to make this 
interesting tonight. 
Let us imagine 
we are in a theatre with the music 
and the bright lights. You are the

recited “A String of Pearls.” “And 
if true imagism has a charm, let us 
arrive at the secret of it. It is or­ 
dinary, yet vividly picturesque and 
hauntingly poetic. Too, 
it is novel 
in form and it's constantly changing 
rythm prevents jigging 
effects 
as 
may be seen from ‘Bacchante to Her 
Babe.'99 which he then read

Says Earl Marlatt.

"Despite the stigma that rests 


upon the rhymers art, I have chosen 
the subject Modern Poetry, not be- 
cause I believe I am poetical but be- 
cause I believe I have a message. 
Recently there has "been a new in- 
terest in poetry," began Earl Mar- 
latt last evening as he went on to 
tell the characteristics and charms 
of the new poltry, to the guests of 
Mrs. Robert Tompkins. About ninety 
constituted the audience, including 
the members of James E. Watson's 
Sunday School class, the 
officers 


and teachers of the Methodist Son- 
day School. Mr. Marlatt's person- 
ality, his polished delivery and his 
wide knowledge of the 
subject, 


showing an endless amount of ori- 
ginal research, fairly captivated his

lag; for an instant. With a few ap- 
propriate remarks, 
Judge Sparks 


introduced the speaker.

we are in a theatre with the music 
and the bright lights. 
You are the 


.audience and I am 
the mistaken

I feel somewhat like John who wrote 
verse now and then, and once said 
to his fiancee, 'Have you told your 
father I write poetry?'

your gambling and drinking but 
have never had the heart to tell him 
that yet.' 


"One of the charms of the modern 


poetry is it's 
imagism, through 


which it is free from conventional- 
ity and through our senses appeals 
to onr emotions." 
Illustrative of 


this phase of poetry, Mr. Marlatt 
recited "A String of Pearls." "And 
if true imagism has a charm, let us 
arrive at the secret of it. It is or- 
dinary, yet vividly picturesque and 
hanntingly poetic. Too, 
it is novel 


in form and it's constantly changing 
rythm prevents jigging 
effects 
as 


may be seen from 'Bacchante to Her 
Babe.'" which he then read 
.with 


excellent expression. 


"The new Poetry appeals to the 


ear as well as to the eye. It i* not 
content to paint pictures out gives 
unusual tonal effects 
as we may 


hear 
from 
Mr. Lindsay's 
poetic 


chant 'The Congo.' It is original, 
American, expressive and the rythm 
is noteworthy."

The pas- 
sion, "Suggested but artistically re- 
strained" was apparent in this poem 
as in the next ones read, Dresbach's 
"The Dead May Know," and "The 
Evil 
of Love" 
by Morris Eisen. 


Through the mysticism, to which the 
magic is also due, the deep philso- 
phy of living elevates our lives be- 
yond the commonplace. 


"Great as its magic is the mission 


of the new poetry. It is the natura- 
lization of American verse, giving 
color and infinite variety," as 
the 


speaker showed 
in a 
reading of 


"The Road to Happiness." In clos- 
ing, Mr. Marlatt made a plea for the 
study of the 
new poetry 
"which 


typifies the freshness and progress 
of occidental life—and elevates the 
commonplace in our lives."
